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PETITION FOR FILING WHEN AN 
INVENTORY LEGAL REPRESENTATIVE REFUSES TO SIGN 
PURSUANT TO 37 C.F.R. § 1.47 

The signature of a legal representative made on 
behalf of one of the two deceased inventors for which a patent 
is sought on the above-entitled invention has been secured. 

The one inventor whose signature has not been 
secured was present at the World Trade Center, Tower 1, on 
September 11, 2 0 01. Because of the attack on the World Trade 
Center, that inventor is missing and presumed dead, and his 
legal representative (his wife) has been identified.

Accordingly, because today is the last day to file 
an executed Declaration in order to avoid abandonment of the 
application pursuant to a Notice To File Missing Parts Of 
Nonprovisional Application, one of the legal representatives, 
on behalf of one of the deceased inventors, is concurrently 
filing herewith under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47 her executed 
Declaration and all required fees in connection with this 
application. 

Should the other legal representative subsequently 
execute the Declaration, her executed Declaration will be 
forwarded to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office.
